Executive Director’s report, see attached report created by J. Manny Santiago.
Executive Committee:
= Co-Chair Kelly-Barroga presented: the committee met with staff to catch up on
the work and receive updates on the progress of budget requests.
Economic and Business Development Committee: Commissioner Erickson presented
the report. Committee and staff have met with leaders of DES and OMWABE to start
discussion on LGBTQ small business certification for the state. Talks are moving forward
with full support from all agencies involved.
America 250 Committee: Commissioner Figueroa presented the report. The committee
is now finding its way and defining its goals for the work. The statewide committee is
interested in having experts and the voices of indigenous peoples in the planning
process for events and celebrations.
Legislative Advisors:
=  Sen. Claire Wilson offered an update on legislative session and bills affecting the
community. A proposed Constitutional amendment to protect the right to
reproductive care did not pass, but legislators and Governor are working on
ways to address this. As result of SB5599 — which protects the right to access
gender affirming care for minors — anti-LGBTQ groups are organizing to collect
signatures to repeal the law.
Commissioner Coleman: offered an update on anti-LGBTQ policies in La Center School
District.
Commissioner Maroon: offered updates on pro-LGBTQ action at local Walla Walla
school. Since the school had instituted a policy not to wear flags (as capes, for instance),
so they received t-shirts with pro-LGBTQ messages to wear to school. This keeps the
students at school while also complying with dress code.
Commissioner Botzer: shared about an opportunity for older LGBTQ people to share
their stories with The OUTWORDS Archive, which is currently collecting LGBTQ stories.
Commissioner Sawyer: reported of a meeting between GenPride and POCAAN to
coordinate information sessions to help with the application process for new LGBTQ-
inclusive housing project in King County.
Commissioner Serinus: submitted a written report.

Budget and Legislative Priorities Update

Director Santiago offered an update on the budget requests and on the legislative work
of the Commission. The Commission received funding to conduct a comprehensive
survey of the LGBTQ community in the state, to create an LGBTQ Youth Advisory
Council, and to add one person to the staff. Director Santiago also offered updated on
next steps to ensure the best outcomes.
